interrupting the freguencv calculation thread: and a bus coupling the 
plurality of processors to each other...", as best illustrated by Figure 1, and 
in such a manner as recited in independent claims 13, 28, and 32, and as 
pointed out in Applicant's response (03/07/2008) pages 6-8.
